Office Action Summary 
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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 .. The drawings are objected to because they are informal marked up versions of 
the Priority Document. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) 
are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any 
amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the 
immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The 
figure or figure number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If 
a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the 
replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered 
and appropriate changes nrade to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the 
renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date 
of an application must be labeled In the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or 
"New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .121 (d). If the changes are not accepted by the 
examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in 
the next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
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applicant regards as the invention. Color indexes numbers (C. I. numbers) are indefinite 
when being used for description in claims. The claims merely set forth physical 
characteristics of color, not setting forth specific compositions which would meet such 
characteristics are vague, indefinite, and functional since they cover any conceivable 
combinations of ingredients either presently existing or which might be discovered in the 
future and which would impart the desired characteristic color (Ex parte Slob, 157 
USPQ 172). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international applicatfon filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsectbn of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international applicatton designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

5. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being clearly anticipated by 
Nakamura (2003/01866148). Nakamura teaches a color toner with a naphthalocyanine 
infrared absorbent (paragraph 54) and the claimed color agents (paragraphs 111-114). 

6. Claims 1 -20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Nakamura (2003/01866148). Nakamura teaches a color toner with a naphthalocyanine 
infrared absorbent (paragraph 54) and the claimed color agents (paragraphs 111-114). 
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The applied reference has a common inventor with the instant application. 
Based upon the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it constitutes prior art 
under 35 U.S.C. 102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) might be overcome 
either by a showing under 37 CFR 1 .1 32 that any Invention disclosed but not claimed In 
the reference was derived from the inventor of this application and is thus not the 
invention "by another," or by an appropriate showing under 37 CFR 1.131. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

7. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which fomris the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth In this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

8. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Barbetta (4,539,284) in view of Ciccarelli (5,719,002). Barbetta teaches a flash fusible 
color toner with a naphthalocyanine infrared absorbent (col. 4) and coloring agent (col. 6 
lines 29-52). Although Barbetta suggests many suitable coloring agents compatible 
with the infrared absorber including the inventive C.I. Pigment Blue 15, Barbetta does 
not teach C.I. Pigment Yellow 180, C.I. Pigment Yellow 185, or C.I. Pigment Violet 19. 
Ciccarelli (col. 6-10 and examples) teaches the claimed coloring agents in similar toner 
compositions. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to use any 
suitable coloring agent taught by Ciccarelli in the related toner compositions taught by 
Barbetta because of the direct suggestion of Barbetta to include similar color agents 
with the expectation of similar results.
